dated 23rd February 1950, I, Director of Rationing &

stockists to sell Indeginous Cement up to a quantity of 5 
bags per family per month without any authority from 
such stocks as hereinafter defined. Such stocks shall be 
the stocks of Indeginous Cement which may be received 
by the licensed stockists outside Delhi State’s periodical 
quota and for which no authority is issued under Clause

4. A fortnightly return of the sales thus made and the 
balances shall be submitted to me within three days of the 
expiry of the fortnight. 

5. All such sales shall be supported by true cash|credif 
memos hearing the name and address of the head of ths 
family, his Food Ration Card number, quantity sold and 
the prico charged. 

6. Such stock of Indeginous Cement which remains un- 
covered by authorities within 30 days shall be prominently 
displayed on a stock hoard.
